However, 
I will not deny, nor can I account for, the Re- 
veries of fome Madinen, and the Obftinacy of 
fome Fools, which lead them to perfift in very 
different Notions. But what is Speculation not 
confirmed by Practice ? Shadow without Sub- 
ftance ————- mere Nought. 

With Twenty Men of War to fecure our 
own Trade in the Indies, you would have us 
regard Treaties, and allow you equal Sharers 
in our Gain; or rather, have us fecure your 
Trade by our Power :——A very notable Ex- 
pectation truly ! and, according to the Doétrine 
juft hinted, a very judicious one if it was but 
fuccefsful ; but wanting Succefs it wants every 
thing. 

Your great Mr. Harrington has laid it down 
as a Maxim, ** That Power follows Property.” 
It may do fo in a reftrained Senfe ; but had he 
reverfed bis Precept, had he faid, ** Property 
follows Power,” he would certainly have hit 
nearer the Mark. By keeping a formidable 
Force in the Jndies, we are enabled to acquire 
Property ; by not keeping fuch a Force there, 
you lofe it. f 

** Whatever we can do we may do,” is the 
governing Rule in Dutch, and indeed in all, 
thriving Policy. Lewis XIV. invaded our 
Provinces, difmembered the Empire, enlarged 
his Dominions, deftroyed his Subjeéts, and 
all this becauje he could. And did not William, 
our immortal Countryman, for the /ame Rea/on, 
drive his deluded Father from his Throne, and 
bring about the happy Revolution? --- that Revo- 
lution which gives fuch Security to your Liber- 
ties, fuch Strength to your Government, and fuch 
eafy Taxes to the People ? —— that Revolution, 
which has produced a Government /o difinte- 
refted as rather to incur a Debt of near a Hun- 
dred Millions Sterling than to dijtre/s the People 
by Taxes they could, or would, not pay? 

Hence may be inferred the Futility of your 
malicious Complaints of Dutch Depredation, 
€8c. We have done no more than the illuftrious 
Monarchs above-mentioned did: We have 
onty-done what we-could, and yet you are 
angry. 

You talk about Cruelty, Amboyna, and ufe 
other delirious Expreffions of Surat and Suma- 
tra. Did the Dog-/lar reign, I fhould not be 
furprized at this Appearance of Infanity ; be- 
caufe I have been credibly informed, for I am 
no Phyfician, that the Brains of ftudious Per- 
fons, by-Fatigue drained of their Moifture, are 
then fenfible of a Touch better underftood than 
exprefied : And I may fuppofe you one of thefe 
Perfons, in Revenge that you have prepenjely 
ftudied Revenge on, or Satisfaction from, my 
Countrymen. However this be, 1 thal! never- 
thelefs proceed to the Particulars of the Charge, 
weak or imaginary as they are. 


I. The Cruelties of Amboyna. This is a 
very general Accufation. ’Tis eafy enough at 
all times to affirm, but not to prove: For in- 
ftance you may fay, ‘* The Dutch murdered 





wiwithttanding, if he foynd his Account 


the Englifb, and deftroyed their Settlement at 





Amboyna, without Provocation.” But when 
the Proof is to come, you fee none. There is 
nothing more recent in our Hiftory, and better 
known and credited in Holland — 
than that ** The Dutch only killed the Englifh, 
to prevent the Engli/h from killing them.” 

II. The Cruelties of Surat and Sumatra. 
Cruelty at Surat is no more, that I can difco- 
ver, than Suggeftion at London, ’Tis not pre- 
tended, my Countrymen committed any open 
Violence ; but that they only fecretly fomented 
Divifions betwixt the Engli/> and the native 
Inhabitants. How muft the former behave to 
become liable to the Jealoufy of the latter ? 
This fhould be your firft Enquiry ; for it can- 
not be fuppofed, that any private Infinuations 
were of themfelves fufficient to produce the 
Confequence which followed, and which was 
wholly attributed to them. And this too is 
the general Opinion at Amjerdam and the 
Hague. 

Befides, allowing this Charge in its ful: Ex- 
tent, it cannot be called Dutch Cruelty. ’Tis 
not even alleged any Lives were loft; or if 
there were, that they were flain by Dutch Hands. 
The moft you can fay is, that they were flain 
by Dutch Contrivance, which, in other words, 
may be called Dutch Ingenuity : For there is no 
Doubt remains ---- with me ---- but that fome 
Favour of the fame kind was providing againft 
us by thofe very Engli/hmen we had fo happily 
outwitted, and whom the Natives afterwards 
fo tractably oured. 

HI. The Mafiacre of the Crew.of two Praws 
on the Weft Coaft of Sumatra. This Charge 
is drawn out with very elaborate Exactnefs, & 
particularizes the unheard-of Barbarity of the 
Dutch. But pray, why the Dutch ? Why not 
any other, or feveral, or all Nations? For can 
you pofitively affirm, this murderous Captain 
was not a Pyrate, and his Crew in confequence 
the Outcafts of all Mankind? The fole Depo- 
fition of one Man is not of Force to eftablith 
the Affirmative, tho’ the Lofs of the Praws 
might the Fact. 

Hitherto I have argued as if the Faét had 
been granted : But if I put the Queftion, ——_— 
** How will you make it appear, the whole 
Tranfaction is not foifted upon your Company 
and their Governor, or that they themfelves 
are not the Authors of the Fable ? If, I 
fay, this Queftion is asked, your Inability in 
the Anfwer, will enable me to deny all: For 
no trivial Evidence can have Weight in a Mat- 
ter of fuch Confequence. Indeed, you will 
find it very difficult to find any Evidence to 
convince me at all. 


But why all this ambaging? ? What if I 
confefs the Truth of all chefe Accufations, and 
avow the Cruelty of my Countrymen fuperior . 
to that of all Mankind ? What have we to fear | 
from England at this time of day ? And does * 
not fuperior Cruelty evince fuperior Refolution 


Ic is the peculiar Boaft of the Dutch, that the ya = 


are, what you might call, the moft determin 
Villains in Nature; or as we more juftly ex 
it, the moft unalterable Heroes. 
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You brag of your terrible Marine Power, 
and we deride it. Hugo Grotius wrote his 
Mare liberum, by which he demonftrated the 
Freedom of Navigation and the Seas, when 
the Exigencies of the State required it. But 
now Things are changed, fo fhall Doétrines. 
We fhall adopt a Selden, tho’ a Selden was our 
Adverfary ; we fhall henceforth approve the 
Mare claufum ; and, like your haughty Charles, 
affert the Domination of the Seas. Quick may 
that Time arrive, when the Britifh India Ti ade 
fhall be Terms loft in Oblivion; and when 
none other fhall rival the DutchHerring Fifhery! 

Before I conclude, I fhall jutt obferve, that 
you was never more out than when you im- 
puted a Partiality from us to the French. You 
may allure yourfelf, that we would drive them 
out of the Jndies as chearfully as we do you, but 
that we are prudent enough to forefee they 
would return us the Obligation by driving us 
out of Europe. 

Thus the Principles of our Aétions are evi- 
dent ; and if we fear the French, and defpife 
Englifomen, *tis owing to the unalienable At- 
tachments we bear our dear, noble, mighty 
Selves!

LONDON. 

Thurfday afternoon died, at half an hour after 5 
o'clock, at his houfe at Camberwell, the Right 
Hon. Thomas Winterbottom, Efq; Lord Mayor 
of this city. 

The lords juftices have been pleafed to offer a re- 
ward of 1001. for apprehending each perfon that 
was concerned in the murder of Colin Campbell, of 
Glenure, on the 14th of May, in Scotland; & fe- 
veral Perfons are already felzed on fufpicion. 

Laft Week died at his feat at Baronhill in the 
country of Anglefea in Wales, the right hon. James 
Bulkeley, lord vifcount Bulkeley, of Cafhel in the 
kindom of Ireland. He reprefented the borough of 
Beaumaris in Anglefea in three parliaments. 

Letters from Anglefea fay, that Hugh Owen, Efq; 
gtandfon to Sir Arthur Owen, of Boadean in that 
county, Bart will fucceed the right hon. lord vif- 
count Bulkeley, deceafed, in his feat in parliament 
for the borough of Beaumauris, without oppofition. 

On Tuefday laft died, at his houfe in Cavendith- 
fquare, of an Appopleétic fit, the Rev. Mr. Laval, 
minifter of the French chapel in Berwick-ftreet, 
Soho. 

Laft week died advanced in years, at his feat near 
Blandford in Dorfetthire, Henry Sloper, Efq; who 
had acquired a plentiful fortune in the Cam-trade. 

On Saturday died at Rumford, Edward Walter, 
Efq; formerly an eminent Conveyancer. 

Yefterday 7-night died at Chelfea, George Stead, 
Efq; of Chalke in Kent. 

Upon the merchant’s application to the Lords of 


the regency, the quarentine on the fhips from Smyr- 


na is ordered to be taken off; but that on the thips 
from Scandaroon will be continued for fome time 
longer. 

The Britith thips lately taken and carried into Ca- 
diz, on fulpicion of carrying on a contraband trade, 
have,been difcharged, and are failed on their refpec- 
tive voyages. 

We hear that'fome of the men of war, now fit 
ting out, are ordered for the Eaft-Indies, and are to 
put to fea as foon as poffible. 

Monday was exported 30199 lb. of Tobacco for 
Germany, and the fame day 30g800lb. of Tobac- 
co was entered from Virginia, and 22717 lb. of 
thrown filk, with 1845 1b. of raw filk trom the 
Streights. 

As the new aé againft houfes of ill fame took 
place on Monday, many houfekeepers of carnal re- 
creation took the alarm, and fhut up the doors; and 
fuch ladies of pleafure as could afford it have retired 
into the country ’till the ftorm be blown over. 

Saturday a victualler of Tothill fields was brought 
before juftice Fielding, for permitting perfons to 
play at skilles in his yard, & fined 40s, purfuant to 
act of parliament. 

Wednefday morning between five & fix o'clock, 
a Gentleman coming on foot from Hammerfmith to 
London was attacked near the three mile ftone, by 
a fingle footpad, who prefented a hanger to him, & 
took from him a thirty fix fhilling piece and about 
feven fhillings. He was known to be a driver of 
the Hounflow poft chaifes, from which place he had 


“been difcharged. After he had committed the rob- 


bery, he made off over the fields towards Chelfea, 





and being clofely purfued, was immediately taken & 
carried before a Magiftrate, who committed him to 
the Gatehoufe. 

Tuefday a perfon was taken up at Town Malling 
in Kent, for forging feveral draughts, for which he 
received Money in the country; that for which he 
was taken up was for forty pounds, the perfon who 
took the Draught, upon coming to receive it in 
London, finding it was a forged one, purfued him 
and took him at the above place, and brought him 
to juftice Fielding, who fent him to prifon. He is 
faid to be the fon of a worthy gentleman in Berk- 
fhire. 

The Devizes poft chaife, which fets out from Ger- 
rard’s hall inn, having lately been robbed within a 
few miles of town, by one man, as fuppofed, two 
or three times, the proprietors on Tuefday night 
laft hired a fellow for a guard to go in the chaife, 
armed with a piftol and hanger; accordingly they 
fet out zbout twelve o’clock, and near Hammer- 
fmith the Driver was ftopped by a footpad, who 
prefenting a piftol demanded the paflengers money, 
when the guard gave him a foreign piece of coin of 
about five fhillings value, and two or three pieces ; 
ane whilft the footpad was putting it up, the guard 
drove the piftol with great violence againft the fel- 
low’s breaft, & fnapped it, but it mifs’d fire ; which 
however fo frightened him that he ran away; upon 
which the guard immediately jumped out of the 
chaife, purfued, came up with him, and gave him 
fuch a ftroke with a hanger, that the fellow fell on 
his knees and begged his life; when the guard had 
properly fecured him, the chaife purfued its journey. 

Tuefday Jofeph Smith was detected in the cham- 
berlain’s office in Guildhall, in picking the pocket of 
a gentleman of his handherchief; he was carried be- 
fore Mr, Alderman Chitty, then fitting in the juf- 
tices chamber, where the fa&t was fully proved and 
the fellow was committed to the Poulty compter. 

Alfo John Harvey, an old fellow, was committed 
to Newgate, by the faid Magiftrate, being charged 
on the oath of a boy, his grandfon, with receiving 
ftolen goods, knowing them to be ftolen, which it 
feems the old fellow was fo wicked as to encourage 
young lads, under this caution, only to takecare they 
were not caught. 

Alfo a journeyman artificer in working up iron, 
was committed by the faid magiftrate to Bridewell, 
to hard labour for feven days, at the complaint of 
his mafter, for neglecting the performance of the 
work he was employed in, by permitting himfelf to 
be fubfequently retained or employed by another 
perfon, before he compleated the work which he 
was originally employed to perform. This is upon 
a very late Statute, and may ferve as a caution to 
other Journeymen in feveral branches of trade, as 
the magiftrates has adifcretionary power to commit 
fuch offenders to the houfe of corre€&tion to hard la- 
bour, for any time not exceeding one month. 

Tuefday a woman was committed to Clerkenwell 
new prifon, for pafling counterfeit guineas, and ap- 
pears to be an old confirmed offender. She had very 
artfully wrought the fcepter upon fome fhillings, 
which fhe had dipped; fo as it was difficult to diftin- 
guifh them from real guineas; and it is faid fhe de- 
ligns to make fome important difcoveries as to a gang 
of coiners. 

From Hanover we have the pleafure of being af- 
fured, that the negociations at divers court about the 
election of a king of the Romanis, begin to take fo 
good a turn, that they hope the electoral Dyet may 
be convoked next month. They alfo flatter them- 
felves, that the demands and pretenfions of a certain 
prince may be adjufted in fuch a manner, that none 
will thwart or retard this important and neceflary 
work, Which good news is confirmed by letters 
from Vienna, importing, that all obftacles are re- 
moved ; that their imperial majefties are fure of a 
majority in favour of the achduke Jofeph; and that 
this Ele&tion will not only be agreeable to the Ger- 
man courts, but alfo give great fatisfaction to all the 
courts in Europe. ‘This is Hanover news. " 

By a letter from Bologne we have an account, 
that one Plaiftow, a confederate with Stroud, who 
has been fo often whipped, as alfo Capt. Cranftoun, 
was there in a fhabby condition. 

By a letter from Fort Auguftus, in the-North of
